On every 
hand the roofs and upper stories of 
farmhouses stand as melancholy land- 
marks of what were once prosperous 
liirmers' houses.

In another six pcoplu 
half starved and free/.intf were found 
huddled together on one bed with u 
foot of water on the lloor below them. 


To add to the serious condition of the 


beleaguered people, sickness has over- 
taken them to an alarming extent.

buildings and, as a result of exposure 
to the inclement weather of the past 
week, many families 
are

relief committee,

homes to tho unfortunates nnd pro- 
vided them with food.

A. gymnasium and parlors,were thrown 
open as temporary quarters. Freight 
cars, barns, public halls, the city hall 
uud all available shelters were turned 
Into homes for tho sufferers. Food and 
other clothing were freely given. 


Much Alii Nocosaury. 


It Is impossible to estimate oven the 


Immediate loss, but tho most serious 
phase of the trouble is not so much the 
actual loss to tbo growing crop as the 
fact that the distressed farmers, with- 
out a cent ahead in the world and with 
no credit, will hnvo to bo supported by 
public benevolence until next year's 
crop is harvested, and many of them 
are ruined forever and will nijeil gen- 
erous help to placo them on tliclr feet 
again. 


Now Channel! Cut by the Itlvor. 


Missouri point, a strip 15 miles long 


by 4 wide, on tho Missouri side, be- 
tween the two rivers, Is completely sub- 
merged. Tho groat American bottoms, 
which extend for 00 miles south of hero 
on tho Illinois bank nnd have a width 
varying from 1 to 10 miles, are under 
8 feet of water. This strip of land was 
famous for its fertility and almost 
evory available foot of it was under 
cultivation. Four miles northwest of 
here, at Portage, the Missouri has cut 
nn immense channel into the Missis- 
sippi, nnd fears arc entertained that 
this may be permanent. Another chan- 
nel has been washed through a half 
mile below here. 
Ottumnn Under tVnter. 


OTTUMWA, Ta., May US.—The inunda 


rained incessantly since the flood. Fri- 
day and Saturday were two days of 
blizzards, hail, sleet and wind, retard- 
ing even tho superficial salvage work. 
A general round-up of tho situation 
places tho dead at about twenty-five. 
Somo more bodies are undoubtedly in 
the ruins. 


Tbonundi Left Homeleu. 


A careful estimate places the number 


of those rendered temporarily homeless 
by the flood at 8,000. The majority of 
these have found shelter with friends. 
Tho relief committee has probaby 1,000 
applications on file. The committee 
will accept outside aid, -which has been 
generously offered from raany quar- 
ters. Mayor Pierco and other loading 
citizens have favorod the declination of 
outside aid, but at a public meeting on 
Friday night were induced to reverse 
their course. 


KnormouB Property X*OM. 


It will take many weeks to restore 


order out of chaos in the flooded bot- 
toms. Tho direct losses to property, 
while over 81,000,000 all told, ore but a 
fraction of the total indirect losses by 
interrupted commerce. 
There is no

Viewed from any point, the flooded 


districts arc 
indescribably desolate. 


Houses arc lying on their sides and tho 
debris of things movable is strewn over 
a surface of several square miles.

Along tho banks 
of the Floyd tons of earth have been 
torn away, showing tho terrible force 
of the waters that swept tho valley 
with fatal suddenness. 


The Outlook for Crops. 


Sudden and overwhelming as was the 


Sioux City flood, its property losses art 
small when compared with the genera 
flood losses throughout the state and 
country. This rain-soaked corn country 
is in danger of at least a partial failure 
of crops owing to tho lateness of the 
planting season. The total damages to 
farmers, to tho railroads and to th 
general business interests of the eoun 
try will reach an enormous tola). 


nig Crovasao Near Now Orleans. 


NKW OHI.KANS, May 23.—Information 


lias just reacb"d here that a crevasse 
has occurred at the Hester plantation 
a few miles above the great Nitn 
crevasse of l&OO. It is now 40 feet widi 
and is increasing- rapidly. The in 
formation received in meager, but it i 
almost impossible to close a crevasse a 
that point, and it is certain that th 
Illinois Central railroad will go unde 
water. The loss will probably cxcec 
$1,000,000. A number of valuable suga 
plantations and pcrique tobaceo farm 
will be overflowed for three months.

PAID FOB HIS CRIMES. 


MELBOUBNE, May S3.—Deeming was 


langcd at 10:01 o'clock a. m. Deeming 
mssed Sunday in writing, calmly dis- 
cussing at intervals his approaching 
doom. He said he had no intention of 
making a speech on the scaffold. On 
Sunday night he thrice 
swallowed 


eagerly a small allowance of spirits, 
after which he slept soundly uijtil 
10 was 
awakened 
at 
7 
o'elftck 


this (Monday) morning. Then for the 
first time since his arrest the manacles 
on his wrists were removed and, smok- 
ing a cigar, he conversed with those 
around him. Ho declared that he was 
resigned to his fate and had no fears in 
regard to the future. 
To the gov- 


rnor of the prison he 
said 
he 


had made his peace with God. Ho 
persisted in denying that he was 
guilty of the Rain Hill murders. He 
had never, he declared, lost his sclf- 
eontrol in England as he had since his 
arrival in Australia. 
He expressed 


gratitude to the governor and all the 
prison officials for the consideration 
they had shown him and also to Mr. 
Lyle, his counsel, and to all concerned 
in his defense. He said he thought he 
would not falter or make any scene on 
the scaffold. 


Crowds Outside tho Prtaon. 


A few moments before the time 


set for the execution Deeming was al- 
lowed a glass of brandy, which he swal- 
lowed at a gulp, and he was told that 
he might have more if the prison doc- 
tor so ordered. The doomed man was 
then led to the gallows and in a few 
moments all was over. The drop was 
7 feet. 


The execution was witnessed by a 


large gathering, including government 
and civil officials, magistrates, police 
and clergymen. There was an immense 
crowd outside the prison from an early 
hour in the morning until long after 
the execution was over. 
Order was 


maintained by a strong force of police. 


HlR CrlmeH. 


With tho execution o( Deeming there rmled 


tho llfo of one of tho greatest criminals tho 
worlfl has ever seen. At the beginning of March 
lust tho police at Liverpool rocoiveil a dispatch 
from tie police at Melbourne statins that tho 
murder of ft woman had Just come to light at 
Windsor, a suburb of Melbourne, and that from 
certain facts that had been revealed it was 
thought that tho Windsor murderer had Killed 
another woman at Rain Hill, a suburbof Liver- 
pool. Tho policofcOt tho latter place at once 
started an investigation and soon a most horri- 
ble crime was unearthed. Beneath the hearth- 
stone of a residence known as Dinham villa, at 
Rain Hill, there wore found tho bodies ot a 
woman and four little children. 


It was soon learned that tho house had boon 


occupied by a man who had given hi 
1* namo as 


Williams, but who, it was subHetiucutly ascer- 
tained, was Frederick Dtiiley PeeminK, whoso 
family resided in BlrkenheaU, across tho river 
from Liverpool. Williams, or, to call him by 
his right name, Deeming, had married at Kaln 
Hill a young ami beautiful girl, u Miss Emily 
Mather, and had sailed for Australia with her, 
and it was her body that had boon found at 
Windsor. She, too. had been buried under tho 
hearthstone of tlie house and her grave was 
covered with a coating of cement. 


A Mounter of Iniquity. 


The police inquiries into Deeming1* career 


soon revealed that he was a monster of Inlautty, 
guilty of nearly ull, if not nil, tho crimes In tho 
calendar. 
Numerous MvlmllinK transactions 


were traced to him, principally in mining lands. 
Detectives followed him to Kngland, where it 
wus found he was living in Bh-kfiilK'nd. Deem- 
ing, however, Inul evaded his pursuers, luu - 
Ing left Blrkenhead that morning. Tho pur- 
suit was continued, but Bccminp always 
managed to evade his pursuers, In one instance 
escaping by just seven minutes. 
Deeming 


later 
appeared 
in 
Liverpool 
under 
his 


alias 
ot 
Williams. 
He 
paid 
addresses 


to a number ot .'jlvcrpool 
ladies, among 


them 
one who, from 
his 
conversation 


about tho "Jack the Kipper" crimes, became 
terribly afraid of him. One night he hau an on- 
grtgemcnt to titlie tea at her home, but ho did 
not appear and she never suw him again. It 
was Just about this time that he,appeared at 
Kaln Hill, where his wife nud family subse- 
quently Joined him. 


Next Married Miss Mather. 


Shortly afterward Mrs. Deeming and tho 


children disappeared, but as Deeming had rep- 
resented the woman as his sister nothing was. 
thought of their disappearance. 
It was not 


long after this that he married Miss Mather 
and 
sailed 
for 
Australia. 
During 
their 


voyage 
ho developed 
traits 
of thought- 


fulness 
and 
consideration 
hardly 
In 


keeping with tho character of the man as 
seen in tho light of subsequent developments. 
Ho doctored tho sick and saved titbits from his 
table for the sick steerage passengers. Miss 
Mather relates that in addition to his medical 
qualifications her husband was a skillful model- 
er and that ho Illled in a lot of hla time working 
ttt his models In their cabin.

Ho appealed to tho Vlctorhin 
executive and to tho Urltlsli privy council for u 
respite, but both refused to Interfere, and ac- 
cordingly ho has paid tho full penalty of tho 
law 
Had ho escaped Justice In Australia he 


would havo been lalien to England, where ho 
would undoubtedly liavo been hanged for the 
Rain Hill murders. 


To Aid Soldiers' Homes. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Mr. Forney 


(Ala.) offered an amendment in tho 
house Saturday authorizing the board 
of managers of the national borne for 
disabled volunteer soldiers, to retain 
from pensions of inmates all in excess 
of five dollars per month, and apply the 
amount in support of the home. In- 
mates having a wife, child or dependent 
are execpted. After » lengthy discus- 
sion, which was generally participated 
in on both sides by members without 
regard to party, the amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 00 to 93.

ALOHA'S GREAT VICTOBT. 


The ' Deoatur Horse Takes the 


825OO Parse at St Louis. 


J. P. Smallwood added more diamonds 


to big collection and had strawberry 
shortcake for his Sunday dinner at St. 
Lonia. His prize-winning horse, Aloha, 
got to the front Saturday on the St. 
Louis track and took the 92600 pone. 
Let the St. Louis Globe-Bemocrat tell' 
the story of the victory. Here it is: 


Aloha placed the Director's Handicap 


to bis credit with marvelous ease yester- 
day. The track at the fairgrounds was 
in fair condition, though not fast by any 
means. A cold wind swept across the 
field and stands during the afternoon, 
rendering winter wraps articles of com- 
fort to the 800 enthusiasts in attendance. 
There were no less than seven races on 
the card, and each one famished sport 
galore for the army of speculators. It 
was, without the shadow of doubt, the 
best programme arranged by the St. 
Lonia Jockey Club thus far daring the 
meeting. 


It has been several years since snob, a 


formidable array of really flrst-class 
horses have met in one event in the went 
as were measured against eaoh other 
in the Directors'. True, the plungers 
were disappointed at not seeing one 
or the other of the choices pass the 
wire first, still they forget their lessee in 
witnessing a grand horse race. Every one 
of the seven starters at the weights was 
considered as having a good chance at 
securing the prize, and all were) laden 
with commissions by their respective 
friends. Oorrigan's mare Helter Skelter 
was a red hot favorite and was backed 
steadily at 2tol. For a few moments 
her odds receded to 2%, while the plunge 
on Chief Justice was being made at 3 to 
1, but she soon regained her nominal 
price again.

Pesoador, lap- 
ped by Alaho, set a merry pace to the 
head of the stretch, when the latter com- 
menced to move away, and given his 
head 100 yards from the wire, was al- 
lowed to win handily by two lengths. 
George Taylor gave the plungers an ex- 
hibition of a grand stand finish by bring- 
ing Chief Justice through with a rush, 
and nipping the second place from Fes- 
cador by a head. 


At no part of the journey was Aloha 


pressed in the least. Seamon rode him 
properly. 
He did not hustle him or 


worry him by undue punching or driving 
at the ptnrt, but when he got the brown 
horse fairly settled in his stride and mov- 
ing swiftly, he kept him right up with 
Pesoador, and when the latter wearied of 
the struggle Seaman allowed Aloha to 
continue and win as he pleased, the 
race stamps Aloha as the best weight- 
carrier in the west. The 129 pounds yes- 
terday might have been increased 5 to 10 
pounds and he probably would have won 
just ns easily. The worst thing to be 
said about Aloha is that he is a rank in- 
and-outer. To-day he goes oat and wins 
from a lot of cracks, and to-morrow he is 
likely to be ignomiuiously beaten by a 
Guttenburg plaiter. He is a rogoe, or 
else he is being cleverly manipulated. 
His ene, St. Mungo, was bred and owned 
by the Marquis of Ailesbnry. St. Mungo 
won the St. Leger of 1860 and other rich 
English stakes before he died.

THB DIAMOND SPECIAL. 


It Was in the Wreck Saturday on 


the Vandalla Line. 


Mention of the wreck on the Vandalia 


line was made in these columns Saturday 
evening. It was then impossible to ob- 
tain particulars.

They ore Higher than the Average 


of the Last Thirteen Years. 


According to tbe carefully compiled 


statistics of the state board of agricul- 
ture, aa shown in the report for May 1, 
1892, the farm hands ot Illinois are paid 
higher wagea this year than they received 
a year ago, and their wages are higher 
than the average of the past thirteen 
years. The average wages throughout 
the state during the past thirteen years 
has been 83 cents a day, or $17.43 a 
month, with board, and 91.11 a day, or 
924.40 a month -without board. The av- 
erage wages paid in 1892 ia 86 cents a 
day, or 917.47 a month with board, and 
91.13 a day or 926 a month without 
board. 


The report says there is a great need of 


intelligent (arm hands, as the continued 
migration of the boya from tbe farms to 
the cities leaves the farmers dependent 
upon such help as they oan get, and in 
many coses this is little better than none. 
In the northern and central parts ot the 
state there are not enough farm bands to 
supply the demand, and wagea range 
higher in those ports of the state, espe- 
cially in the northern grand division. 
While this is to a certain extent true ot 
tbe southern division as well the report 
states that less hired help ia used, and it 
is not so difficult to obtain. 


Tbe monthly wages paid to farm hands 


as shown by tbe table on page 10 of the 
report have averaged as follows in the 
northern grand division of Illinois during 
the part thirteen years.

FIREWORKS EXPLOSION. 


Several Llvus Lost and a ISulUllng Wrecked 


In Hartford, Conn. 


HABTFOBD, 
Conn., 
May 
S3.—The 


factory of the vEtna Pyrotechnic Com- 
pany on Mechanic street blew np Sat- 
urday afternoon with a tremendous 
noise. The concussion shook the city 
and the explosion was heard for miles. 
The large two-story building was in 
ruins and underneath the brioh and 
timbers were eight human bein&!>. the 
entire force of the factory, im-liidinir 
Superintendent J, L B. Kibloy, of the 
firm of Talcott, Frisbcc & Co., who was 
atlhe factory to pay off the help. 


The tirst body found was that, of a 


woman burned and roasted out of all 
semblance of humanity. Ten minutes 
later the body of a man was du<r out of 
the corner of the ruins. During the 
next half-hour two more bodies were 
found, all burned beyond identifica- 
tion. The bodies were taken to the 
morgue, while the search for the body 
of the only missing man was continued. 
It was not found at dark, and to con- 
tinue the search a large arc light was 
suspended over the ruins. 


The body of the man at the morgue 


was identified as Sibley's by the gold 
filling in the teeth. The bodies of the 
women at the morgue were identified as 
those of Kmrna Treganza, Emma Tnr- 
box and Maggie Daly. No one lives to 
tell what caused the disaster. Un- 
doubtedly it was an explosion of chem- 
icals in the mixing machine. George 
F. Stevens, Rose Harvey and Miss 
Golden were rescued alive, the first two 
badly injured. 


All the windows of the surrounding 


buildings were shattered and bricks 
and slate were torn from the sides and 
roofs. Fire broke out and the wood- 
work blazed high in the air, shutting 
off the work of rescue for a time, but 
streams of water soon extinguished the 
names. 


FARMERS ALARMED. 


A Bad Outlook for the Potato Crop Near

ST. Louis, May 23.—Great alarm is

ruined. It la impossible to estimate the 
lo&s.
